Aankomst der koningin van Engeland in 
Londen. 


Den 3den Juny kwam hare msjesteit te St. 
Omers in Frankryk, waar zy bezocht werd door 
lord Hutchinson, dewelke afgevaardigd was van 
wege den koving en deszelfs ministers, om haar 
een voorstel te doen, vaa vyftig duizend ponds 
s'jaars, mits zy van den koninglyken tytel af- 
stand wilde doen, en op bet Vasteland woonen, 
De koningin ‘erwierp bet aanbod met vetent- 
waardiging en schoon er eene poging zoude ge- 
daan worden om een bevel der Fransche po- 
litie te verkrygen, om haar aan te houden, 
ging zy voort naar Calais in den grootsten haast, 
vergezeld door den Alderman Wood en lady 
Hamilton nevens ander gevolg, en gig te 
scheep een boord der paket prins Leopold. — 
Hate majesteit was door lord Hutchinson on- 
derrigt, dut het de meening des konìnss en zy- 
ner ministers ware, om tegen haar te ngeeren, 
op het oogenblik zy haren voet ca Britschen 
grond zette, waarop bare majesteit antwoorde, 
“ Myn besluit is genomen, Ik zal dadelyk ver- 
trekken, naar Engeland. Het is in Londen, 
en in London alleen, is het, dat ik za! tnestem- 
men eenige voorstellen des konings van Enge- 
tard aan te nemen.” Van Calais tot Douvres 
was de overtocht harer majesteit onvoordeelig, 
daar de wind verscheidene uren vlak tegen was. 
en bet was niet, dan den Aden dat de paket, 
digt by de reede van Douvres kwam; doch we- 
geos het gety kande dezelve de haven niet bin- 
nen komen. Zoodra hare majesteit vernam, 
dat het vyf uur in den morgen zoude zyn, voor 
het vaertuig aan de kaai koride komen, besloot 
zy aan wal te gaan, ineen open baot, doch de 
deinsing der zee, was zoo aanmerkelyk, dst 
zulks moeyelyk was van het boord des vaer- 
tuigs te komen. Eindelyk werd here majes- 
teit en gevolg veilig in de boot geplaatst, welke 
snellyk den wal bereikte, onder het enthusias- 
tisch geroep, van de ontelbare menigte naar be- 
neden en op de hoogte, zoodra hare majesteit 
haren voet op den Britschen grond zette, werd 
er een koningiyk selut gedaan, en een alge- 
meen vreugde gejuich was bare welkom groet. 
Van Douvres reisde zy spoedig naar London, en 
nam heren intrek in het buis van Aldermen 
Wood. In de onderscheidene steden, die bare 
majesteit doortrok, werd zy met de beminnens- 
waardigste blyken van trouw en gehechtheid 
begroet, met den algemeenen kreet vân 
“ Lang leve onze genadige koningin Caroline.” 


De paarden werden van het rytoig genomep, en 


hare majesteit werd langs de straten door het 
volk van ieder dorp en stad op den weg getrok- 
ken, tot de hoofdstad toe, doch in Londen wa- 
en der betuiging vaa volks genegenheid byzon- 
der vurig. S KN

« De koning heefteene zeerernstige begeerte 
gevoeld, en door alle middelen in zyne magt, 
tene noodzakelykbeid te verwyderen, zoo hart- 
grievend voor Zyh volk, en voor zyn eigen ge- 
voel ; doch de step door de koningin gedaan; 
laat hem geen alternatief over, 

“ De koning stelt het grootste vertrouwen, 
by het doen deger mede deeling, dat het Huis 
der Lords die wyze van handeling zal aan ne- 
men, welke de regtvaardigheid der zaek, en de 
eer en waardigheid van den kroon vordert, 

“ Lord Liverpool, gef tevens berigt, dat by 
des Woensdug zou voorstellen, dat de papieren

HUIS DER GEMEENTE, ÖDEN JUNY. 

Lord Castlerengh verscheen met een bood- 
schap van den koning, welk hem was bevolen, 
aan het huis te presenteren. 

De boodschap werd gelezen, en was in sub- 
stantie dezelfde, die aan het Huis der Lorda 
was gegeven. 

De Heer Brougham rees op, en zeide dat hy 

verzocht was eene mede deeling aan het huis 
van wegens de koningin te doen, en by ging 
derhalve voort te lezen, 
_# De koningin oordeelt het noodzakelyk, het 
Huis der Gemeente bekend te maken, dat zy 
besloten had naar Engeland te keeren, aithaaf- 
de der beleedigende maatregelen, welke bui- 
tenland’s waren beraamd tegen hare eer en 
rust, en welke laatstelyk, oogluikend door bet 
gouvernement van dit land werden toegestaan. 
En verder, uithoofde eener ernstige wensch, 
om hast kerakter en die regten te verdedigen, 
welke op haar waren vervallen, door den dood 
van wylen zyne majesteit, in wiens gedrag en 
bescherming zy zich sltoos veilig had gevon- 
den. 

“ Hare majesteit ziet met verbazing, dat de 
aandacht van het haies ingeroepen is op zekere 
papieren betrekkelyk haar gedrag buitenlands, 
en 008 meer verbaasd, te bemerken, dat het in 
overweging is, deze papieren aan eene geheime 
commissie overte leveren. Het is nu 14 jaar, ze- 
dert de eerste beschuldigingen tegen baar wer- 
den ingeleverd, en hare mojesteit op dat tyd- 
stip verklaarde, dat zy toen, gelyk zy op dit 
oogenblik is, gereed was, iedere beschuldiging 
onder het oog te zien. Doch hare majesteit 
eischt een openlyk onderzoek—eischt de be-: 
schuldigingen te zien, en de getuigen te aan- 
scbouwen—eene wyze van proces, det aan-den 
geringsten onderdaan niet wordt geweigerd ; 
voor het parliament en vaderland protesteert zy 
tegen een onderzoek voor een geheim geregts- 
hof, het welk eene manier van procedeeren ie 
tej &an de regtspleging van dit vrye 
land, , 

** Hare majesteit steunt met het meeste ver. 
treuwen, op den bystend van het Huis der Ge. 
meente, om de machinatien tegen haer gerigt 
te vernietigen. De behandeling, die zy reede 
heeft ondervonden, heeft blykbaar aan bare 
zaak een opgunstig aenzien „gegeven, door de 
weglating van haren naam in de Liturgy, de 
weigering van eene begeleiding naar Engeland, 
en van een verblyf, waar toe zy geregtigd is, — 
Deze grieven, tegelyk met de bestudeerde stre. 
ken van geheime agenten, en de openbare be. 
leedigingen van vreemde gouvernementen, laat 
zy aan hunne overweging over.”

Glasgow papieren tot dea 10den tan Jany, 
zyn ons ter hand gekomen, behelzende Luun- 
donsch® tut den Oden dezer maand, dezelve 
zyn byzonder belangryk, als behelzende de aan- 
komst der koningin van Engeland in de 
hoofdstad vau het Britsche ryk. Wy hetben 
een hoofdzskelyk verslag gegeven van hare 
majesteit en derzelver opposanten. 

Met de Adventure ohtvingen wy Jamaica pa- 
pieren tot den 4den deter, uit welke wy verne- 
men, dat comsnodore Sir ‘Thomas Hardy aan- 
gekomen is te Valparaiso in zyner B. M. schip 
Superb, zynde het overige van zyn esquuder 
naar Lima gegaan. 

Er zyn berigteo te Esima ontvangen, dat ket 
fregat van lord Cochrane, de O'[liggings, aan 
de kust is vergaan. 

Verscheidene der soldaten die laatst te Port 
Royal arriveerden van Rio de ta Hacha, hebben 
eene pogingen tot straat rovery geduan ìn en 
naby do stud Kingston, en zyn tevens schuldig 
bevonden van verscheidene andere misdryven. 

Zyne genade de gouverneur generaal heeft 
een berigtschrift aan den gemeenen raad van 
Kingston gezouden, betrekkelyk deze onweiko- 
me indringers, uit welke het blykt, dat hete e- 
nige uitvoerbare middel om de gemeente van 
hunne tegenwoordigheid te bevryden, is, ‘* om 
aan de kapiteinen van vaartuigen aante bieden 
een zeker getal, tot vermeerdering van hun 
volk te nemen, meenende, dat£10 per man, een 
genoegzame som voor dat oogmerk zal zyn, 
dear de lieden dienstig kaaden zyn, om aan het 
scheeps werk te heipen.” 

Dezelve beveelt vervolgens den gemeenen 
raad om zeker te weten het getsl lieden, die 
zich van de middelen, dus aan de hand gege- 
ten om naar [suropa te keeren, willen gebruik 
maken, en de zuiken, die weigeren zullen zoo 
te doen, zullen op eens van die aanspraak op 
bet medelyden der inwoners des eilands be 
roofd worden, welke huone tegenwoordige on- 
gelakkige en hulpeloozen staat hun aanbood. 

Eene commissie van het vergaderde lig- 
chaam, ging dien ten gevolge naar de barrak- 
ken met oogmerk, om zeker te weten, welk 
getal perzonen van Ria de la Hacha, zich zel- 
ven als passagiers osar Europa zouden aan bie- 
den, wânneer omtrent eeuve helft, hunne gewil- 
ligheid uitdrukte, en de overigen helf weiger- 
den, die daarop onderrigs werden, det zy den 
zelfden dag ontslagen zuuden worden, met ecn 
zeker aantal randsoenen. 

Het ludependente esquuder onder bevel van 
Brion, aan boord hebbende generaal Montilla, 
en deszelfs troepen, verscheen den 1Odeh Jury, 
voor Santa Martha,en na verschreidea lagen te- 
gen de battery gevuurd te hebben, zonder eeni- 
gen tegenstand te ontmoeten, ging hetgel- 
ve weg naar Savanilla, welke haven zy den 
I2den aanvielen, en in bezit namen, zonder ee- 
nigen tegenstand, daar er slechts drie gemon- 
teerde stukken vp de battery waren, zy ver 
wachteden eene groote versterking te ontvan- 
gen, die van de Magdalena zou korten, 

De brik Aerial van Liverpool, ie te Port Ko- 
yal in den avond van den Ststen Mei aangeko- 
ien, hebbende aan boord den beruchten gene- 
rasì D'Everesuxen gevolg, bestaande uit twee 
sides de camp‚ een colonel, een majoor, een 
charigyn eneen kapellaan. De gegeraalklaar- 
de zich uit als een vreemd koopman, die schip- 
breuk geleden had, oin zich en zyn gecolg te 
hoiswaards te brengen, Na ongeveer tien da- 
gen op zee geweest te zyn, nem hy den rang 
van ‘“ Independenten generaal D'Everesux, aan 
en de Aeriel werd near Margarita bestemd. — 
By kunne sankomst op dat eiland, vorden zy 
geenen der Independente opperhoofden, om 
han te ontvangen, noch waren er eenige be- 
schikkingen gemaakt voor de ontvangst en.on- 
derhoud van den generaal en zyn volk. Verne- 
mende eehter dat Brion tegen Rio de la Hacha 
was gezeild, met die vaa het legioen, die gene- 
raal D'Evereausnaar Zuid Amerika waren voor- 
afgegaan, besloot hy daar naar toe te vertrek- 
ken. By zyne aaakomst voor dia plaats be- 
merkten zy de Spaansche vlag van het fort 
waayende, en daar hapne seinen niet werden 
beantwoord, weigerden zy wyselgk binnen te 
kamen. Niet in staat iets van Brion te verne- 
men, besloten zy toen nuar Jamaica te gaan.— 
Dadelyk na bet ten anker komen te Port Ro- 
yal werd er eene wacht mariniers aan boord 
geplaatst, tot det zyne genede de gouverneur ge- 
neraal zyn welbehagen zou hebben bekend ge- 
maakt wat met hem te doen. Genersal D’15- 
vereaur wendde zich tot eommodore Hauskisson 
tot verlof voor hem zelf en een side de camp om 
aan wal te komen, doch de generaal alleen 
werd aan wal toegelaten. Gedurende den 
overtogt stonden de gemeenen drie malen te- 
gen den «apiteinen van de Aeriel op, en namen 
er bezit van, en Fandelden verder vry slecht. 

Dusia de beroemde expeditie van D'Wvereunz 
geeindigd. De uitgever van een Jamaica Cou- 
rant zegt: welk eene bespattelyk heid ;— 
weik eene beleediging voor het gezond ver- 
stand. Wy wenschtea dat hy by zich dat deel 
van zyn berucht legioen had, het geen in deze 
stad zich heett ingedrongen. Uit het geen wy

Arrival of the Queen of England in London. 


On the 34 of Jane her majeaty arrived at St. 
Omer’s, tn France, wherc she was met by tord 
Hatchinson, whio had been dispatahed on tlie 
part of the king and hie ministers to make pro- 
posels to her of a pension of fifty thousand 
pounds a year, provided she would renounce 
the royal title and reside oo the continent — 
The queen rejected the offer with indignatian, 
and lest én attempt shogld be made to procure 
an order from the French police to detain her, 
the proceeded to Calais in the greatest haste, 
accompanied by alderman Wood, lady Hamil. 
tom, and ether indierduals, afd embarked on 
board the Prince Leopald packet, Her majes- 


the intention of the king and his ministers ta 
proceed ngainst her the moment she set her foot 
op the British shate,ta which her majesty replied 
— My determination ie formed ; Tl shalt set out 
instantiv for England-it is in London, and 
London alone, that Î shall consent to consider 
any proposals of the king of England.” —From 
Calaisto Dorer, the passage of her majesty was 
unfavorsble, the wind being right a head for 
severa! hours, and it was not until one o'clock 
on the 4th that the packet came close into Do- 
vet roads, but on atcount of the tide could not 
enter the harbonr. As soon as her majeaty on- 
derstood that it would be five o'clock in the 
evening before the vessel could get to the pier, 
she determined to go ashore in an open boat, 
thnoagh the swell of the sea was so considerable 
as to make Ít diff calt to desernd the ship’'s side. 
At length her majesty and suite were safely 
placed in the boat, which rap'diy approsched 
the shore, amidst the most enthusiastic cheer- 
ings from the countless multitude on the beach 
aad on the heights. As soon as ber majesty 
put her foot on British ground, a royal zalate 
was fired, and an universal shout of congratula- 
tion welcomed ber arrival. From Dover tho 
proceeded with rapidity to London, and took 
up her residence ìn the hoose of a'derman 
Wood. In the different towns her majcety 
pessed through, she was greeted with the most 
lively testimonies of loyalty and ettechment, 
and with the general acclamation of ‘Tong live 
our gracious queen Caroline V the harses were 
taken from the carriage and her maiesty was 
drawn through Che streets by the papulace of 
every village and town on the route to the me- 
tropotis, but in London the demonstations of 
popular affsction were especially fervent.

3000 strong They kept upa fire on as for 
some time ; but being at a great distance, they 
did aot do us mach harm. The regiment E 
eommeaded was in front, where col. Montilla 
was also. He would not allow me to edvance 
intothe plesia, uatil the other two regiments 
came up, aod they were far behind. The mo- 
ment they came near us, we rushed into the 
plain, and were advancing towards the enemy, 
when they all toek to theig heels into (he woods, 
teaving their baggage, ae minunition cattle, &c.on 
the field, We followed them up, but to no 
purpose. Colonel Hobkirk pursued them in 
ove direotioa, with hie party of cavalry ; colo- 
nel Jackson in another with his creole marines; 
bat they could see nothing of them, for they 
retreated among the trees. We returned to Rio 
de la Hachs. In this action the enemy lost 
107 in billed, and between two and three bun- 
dred wounded. Oar namber of killed was eight, 
mostly of eol. Jackson's division, and 57 
wounded, hesides some slightly. 

Alter the success of this day, the soldiers 

were in good spirits, aad forgot their ill hu- 
mour in a greet measure ; so much so, that we 
prevailed on them to march three leagues the 
next day, toa place called Ei Passo, thinking 
we should meet the enemy there, and give them 
® complete defeut ; but they had fled farther, 
end had besides deverted, and taken different 
directions through the country. The night be- 
fore the action they had been veinforced by 
three hundred men from Maracaybo. 'Tbe 
merch home, this day broke the spirits of the 
„men more than ever. It wesextremely hot.— 
One man of my regiment died of futigue-— 
They had marched oat without breekfasting ; 
and when arrived at El Passo, upon colonel 
Montilta giving them their choice, whether they 
would wait there and get thieir retions, which 
would not be « delay of mare than an hour, or 
zeturn te receive them, they preferred the lat- 
ter, which was the cause of the march having 
such an effect on them. 


it was well understood that the soldiers 
would got leave the town again, The cattle 
we had brought with us were almost consumed, 
and there being no enemy near, col. Montitia 
thought it » good time to send outa party to 
procure some. T'be regiment of Rio de la Ha- 
cia, some of the marines, and the cavalry were 
ready to proceed for th:s purpose ; bat some of 
our traops were required to support them, in 
case of meeting with any of the enemy. Nota 
soan would stir. 'Phe others me: ched, brought 
FB tome cattle. bui were obliged to return, in 
TuBiequence of Sanchez Lima, wijk @ strong 
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force, being drawn op nearthem, The colonel 
said, on his return, that had he had fifty of cur 
troops with him, he woald not have been afraid 
to attack them. 

Affairs being in this situation, and not having 
mach cattle in the town, colonel Montiila or- 
dered that a letter should be writtin to each 
commeanding officer, to find out what the senti- 
meats of the soldiers were, with respect to their 
claims and pretensions, and to send an answer 
in writing, signed by the commanding and o- 
tber officers of each regiment. The answers 
of all, which [ have in my possession, were 
much the same in subatance—that the soldiers 
requested, nay demanded, to be sent tos Bri- 
tisb island, as they wauld not fight another blow 
in a service unable to remanerate them. Upon 
asking one of my regiment, what bad pat the 
idea of a British island in their heads, he told 
me, that he», with some others, heard some peo- 


ple belonging to the ships in the harbour say, 


that every man would be well received at Ja- 
maica, ss both the land and sea forces were 
grestely reduced there by sickness. An officer 
slso came ap to me, and said, that he heard the 
same himself. These anawers were sent to co- 
lonel Montiila, signed and protested against by 
their officer; and the following morning the 
com manding officers of regiments were ordered 
to enquire of the men under their command, if, 
since they refused to march, whether they 
would goin the different vessels of the fleet, 
and take Santa Martha. That two comimis- 
sioners should be appainted on their part, and 
twa on that of the government, ta distribute 
all the confiscated property there, on the prin- 
ciple of British prize money. This proposal 
received « positive refusal ; oay, they said they 
could not even stey in the towa much longer, 
for they understood that Bully, (meauing the 
president), was on his march towards them, and 
that he would eadeavour to force them to 
march. 

It being understood in the coarse of this day, 
that there was some difference of opinion «- 
rang the soldiers, as to going to Santa Martha, 
colonel Montilia issued an order to send in a 
return of those men's names who would go to 
Santa Martha. There were found to be six 
men of the Tiraitleurs, somewhat more than an 
hundred of the regiment de Cuodinamarca, end 
eighty of the lancers. The colonel, not think- 
ing this e sufficient number to proceed with «- 
grinst Santa Martha, resolved on indalging 
them in their first demand; but determined on 
keeping the town as long as possible, for he ex- 
preted that some force from the interior was 
marching towards us, which would set all to 
right, but he was uncertain as to being able to 
keep the men qutet. 

On the Ist of June some lancers, and some 
of the Tirailleures, were on duty, and were to 
be relieved at four o’cloek in theevening by the 
Tirailieurs. At four oo appeatance of them 
was to be seen. As field officer of the day, Ì 
enquired the reason of the soldiers themselves. — 
They told me plainly they would not mount 
guard, Kor that they had not received their re- 
tions of rum that day. Upon that occasion 
some of them told me, that if all their bounty 
and pay was offered to them on the spot, end 
an offer made to thein whether they would 
take it or go away, they would iasist on being 
sent to Jamaiea. As they were determined on 
not giving the guard, left them, and went to 
the regiment de Cundinamercs, the next for 
duty ; they also refused. Upon which [ went 
te my own regiment, and marched the guard to 
the parade. The others seeing the lancers wil- 
ling to do their duty, exclaimed, that they would 
not allow any other mea to take their turn, and 
furnished the guard, after some delay; upon 
which I dismissed my own regiment. 

T'he affair was now approching to « crisis, — 
What the soldiers had irl to do they in 
part refased, of which the above is an instance. 
Colonel Montilla of coarse lost all confidence 
in them. Admiral Brion went on board, and 
did not retarn after. 

On the 3d of June we got orders to furnish 
a party from esch regiment, when the moon 
began to shine, for the parpose of conveying 
the sick end woonded to the boats for embar- 
kation, as st this hour the sen was calmest— 
Colonel Montilia did this, that in case of the 
town being attacked, which he had reason to 
expect, from colonel Padille’s report, the sick 
«od woonded might be out of danger ; and with 
this view also he allowed many of the women 
and children of the place to go on board, which 
offer a great many accepted, and which took up 
all tha morning of the &th. 

The regiment of Rio de la Hacha was not to 
be seen in the town; some of them had gone 
into the country, and some had embarked. The 
construction pat upon ‘his by our people was 
that they had gone over to the enemy, then sop- 
posed to be close to us. 

As soon as the soldiers found the houses of 
the town deserted they went into them, and in 
some, particularly colonel Padilla’s, they found 
large qaantities of rum, which they were taking 
away ia all kinds of vesseis. When detected 
we sent them all away, and spilt what rum re- 
mained, I went to the barracks of my regi: 
ment, and threw away all the rum [ foand in 
the different canteens and other vessels. Upon 
explaining my reason for it to the men, they 
seemed sensible it was for their good. Several 
soldiers got drunk, and became very disorder!y. 
Oars part of the lancers wee fon daty this day 
an the out-nosts, The time came to relieve 
she sbs: ob wav Dot done. ‘Phbey said they

did remain until they were ordered to retirt & 


little way, in consequence of the houses being 
on fire between them and the other troops, SP 
sct which mast reflect « lasting disgrace on thé 
perpetretors, which J am sure was premedits: 
ted, for 1 heard myself a sergeant of my owù 
regiment (when all the troops were assembled 
on parade, for the purpose of warning them 10 
keep themselves ready to turn out in oase of 8 
larm), say to the chief of the staff and me, that 
he hoped we would not be embarked withoat 
burning the town ; and several others were de 
tected setting fire to different, houses, and lay 
ing trains of gunpowder to them, 

When col. Montills, who was at the shore 
directing the embarkation of the natives, 18% 
the houses blazing at the outside of the towD; 
he was indeed struck with borror at the con 
duct of the traops ; in short, it confirmed hie 
ia the opinion he had formed of them ; and se” 
ing the fire approach nearer and nearer to thé 
very spot oo which he stood, he then, and not 
until then, sent to the square orders for the 1\- 
reilleurs and Candinamarca regiment to mert 
to the beach to be embarked. 1 remained in 
the square with my regiment until we cot! 
hold our position nolonger, and in the evening - 
went towards the shore. The other regiment! 
were almost all embarked. ‘The lancers wert 
ordered also to the place of embarketion, witb 
the exception of sisty men, with whom I re 
mained in the western fort, to protect the othes$ 
from any sudden attack of the enemy, which 
was expected every moment. 

At midnight L left the fort, and mearched tbe 
men along the shore, to be sent off. It wat 
same time before any bouts came, as hot op® 
of the boats of the fleet gave us the least assis 
lance. Aboat three o’clock [ was yet on the 
beach, with twenty or thicty men. Major Gre: 
ham, and forty of the marines, occupied the 
fort. At last two bosts came, in one of which 
| emberked with eight men, the others got int 
the largest. We were rowing about until nesf: 
ty day-light, and no vessel, either of the merf- 
chants or the fleet, would receive us. We bew: 
ever got into one, the captain of which Ì hep? 
pened to koow, and told him 1 should only 
trouble him till day-light. Before siz o’clock 
in the mornieg major Graham left the shore, 
and while in the boat the fort blew up. 

In the confusion of the night, the soldiers hed 
been mized and divided in the ships for which 
they were intended, and a great part of the day 
passed in arranging them, They were all dis- 
tribated among the Englisb vessels. ‘The cap: 
tains of which shewed marks of dissatisfaction ; 
but to no purpose, the soldiers were forged on 
board ; and some of the captains struck theit 
colours, in indication of their vessels being for- 
cibìy boerded by armed men, 'Fhis circum- 
stance | related to the Comrnon Council, 2$ 
clearly as possible, and yet, in the newspaper 
report, [ find my expressions to be thut they 
made no reistance. Ì was pat on board the 
Lord Rodney, capt. M'Cormick, with a greut 
many men of my own regiment. Before we 


‚ weigbed we got plenty of water, ten barrels of 


ftour, end four cpsks of beef, which last cel. 
Montilla paid for himself to the captein of e 
vessel, by un order at sight on his brother st 
St. 'I'homas’s. 1 spenta great pert of the day 
of the 5th on board the flag ship with col Mor- 
tilla. At my reqaest he allowed me to pro- 
pose to the officers and men of my regiment to 
remaio with him, because he conceived they 
would be well conducted if they were by them - 
solves, Ì made the proposal to those of them, on 
board the Lord Rodney; many of them, and 
most of the officers accepted the offer, aud 
were changed from where they then were into 
vezsels of the fleet, which done, the Lord Rod- 
hey sailed, We left some of the fleet at an- 
chor, others sailing about the harbour. 

Should this secouot be. not ezplanstory é- 
oougb, it is only becsuse 4 have been as con- 
cise ss possible, wishing to spare you trauble, 
otherwise Ì waald publish the documents in my 
possession, which are sufficient to prove evesy 
assertion Ì bave made.
